A sec- 
ond warrant was served on him and Barnes 
for the murder of ‘‘Butcher-hknife Bill’’ 
and ““Peny”’ Deal at the Alamo ranch, on 
Sept. 18th. Yesterday Barnes, who is but 
nineteen years old, confessed to the murt- 
ders, and also that he helped to rob the 
Clifton stage last May. He said he and 
Fowler, on Sept. 17th, went to Lippard & 
Barbour’s ranch to kill the two ranchers, 
but were prevented. While in that vi- 
cinity they heard that ‘‘Butcher-knife 
Bill”’ and *‘Pony”’ Deal had-been enquir- 
ing for them and they hunted them up. 
When they met, Bill asked Barnes for a 
chew of tobacco. As Barnes put his hand 
in his pocket to get it, Fowler, who was 


standing behind him, poured a load of 


buckshot into ‘‘Butcher-knife  Bill’s’’ 
breast. ‘‘Pony’’ jumped and ran, followed 
by Fowler, who shot him, not killing him. 
‘“‘Pony’’ then managed to get inside of a 
house, owned by a man named McGee. 


Barnes, who had waited behind, seeing 


‘‘Butcher-knife Bill’’ attempt to rise, sent 
another shot through his head. The two 
then laid siege to the house for ‘‘Pony.”’ 
While at their work, the owner, McGee, 
came up. Fowler said he would give him 


‘‘Pony’’ out. McGee broke in the door 


and was shot dead by ‘‘Pony.’’ The house 
was then fired and ‘‘Pony”’ killed.

HARD TIMES EAST. 


Numerous Pennsylvania [Iron 


Works Shut Down. 


Thousands of Workmen Thrown out of Em. 
ployment—Wages Reduced all Around 
—The Cause Unsatisfactory Con- 
dition of Trade. 


PITTsBuRG, Pa., Nov. 17.—The work- 
men in our iron mills were filled with the 
gloomiest forebodings and apprehensions 
for the future by the announcement to- 
night that a number of mills had closed 
down, owing to lack of orders and the gen- 
eral unsatisfactory condition of the iron 
trade. The mills referred to were three 
owned by Oliver Bros. & Phillips and the 
Superior Rail Mill operated by Kloman 
heirs,and Moorehead & McLean’s puddling 


department, while Shoenberger & Co. no- 
tified their employees that after Monday 
their mill would run a single instead of 
double turn by turn. By these suspensions 
over 8,000 men are thrown out of 
employment just at the beginning of 
winter, and fears are entertained that if 
trade does not improve very soon others 
will be obliged to close down also. The 
only reason assigned for suspension is 
the lack of orders and the prevailing low 
prices. Oliver Bros. and Phillips say 
that they may resume in a few days, but 
can not tell. Others say they will not 
start up until trade shows considerable 
improvement. A special from Johnstown 
says: The Cambria Iron Company notified 
their five thousand employees that De- 
cem ber lst wages in all departments will 
be reduced ten per cent., owing to the 
depression of trade. 


BOLTON THE ROBBER. 


He Enters a Plea of Guilty and is 
Sentenced to six Years. 

MoOKELUMNE Hitt, Nov. 17.—Charles E. 
Bolton was brought before the Superior 
Court of this county to-day. Hon. C. V. 
Gottschalk presiding for arraignment, 
and after the information had been read 
to him by the Clerk he entered a plea of 


| guilty and waived time for pronouncing 


judgment. Before sentence was passed 
Bolton made a statement to the Court. 
He denied being ‘Black Bart,’’ and de- 
clared that this was his first, as it should 
be his last ofience against the Jaw. He 
said that circumstances over which he had 
no control had urged him to the commis- 
sion of the crime, and that he had yield- 
ed totemptation after severe struggles. 
He implored the mercy of the Court. 
The Court thereupon after stating to the 
prisoner the crime of which he stood 
self-convicted, and giving him a few words 
of admonition, sentenced him to six years 
imprisonment at San Quentin.

HARLAN DISSENTS. 


He Believes the Civil Rights Bill 
Constitutional. 


~ 


The Interpretation of Laws Should be Bared 
on the Intent With Which They Were 
Adopted—Citizens are Entitled 
to Equal Vivil Rights, 
irrespective of 
Color. 


WasHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Justice Harlan, 
of the U.S. Supreme Court, in his dissent- 
ing opinion in the civil rights cases, says: 
‘‘The opinion in these cases proceeds upon 
grounds entirely too narrow and artificial. 
The substances and spirit of recent amend- 
ments to the constitution have been sac-. 
rificed by subtle and ingenious verbal 
criticism. The constitutional provisions 
adopted in the interest of liberty and for 
the purpose of securing through national 
legislation if it need be the power to con- 
fer the rights inherent in the state of 


freedom and belonging to American citi- 
zenship has been so construed as to defeat 
the ends the people desired to accomplish 
and which they attempted to accomplish, 
and which they supposed they had accom- 
plished by changes in their fundamental 
law. The Court has departed from 
a familiar rule, requiring in its interpre- 
tion and Constitutional provisions that 
the full extent be given the intent with 
which they were adopted. The power 
conferred by the Thirteenth Amendment 
does not rest on implication or inference, 
an power to enforce it by appropriate 
legislation wasexpressly granted. Con- 
gress, therefore, may enact laws to pro- 
tect colored people against deprivation on 
account of their race of any civil rights 
enjoyed by other freemen in a State, and 
such legislation may be of a direct and 
primary character, operating on States or 
their officers and agents, and on those 
wielding powers under the State or Na- 
tional legislature. The law may, without 
transcending the limits of the constitu- 
tion, do as much for human liberty and 
the fundamental rights of American citi- 
zenship as it did with the sanction of the 
Supreme Court for the protection of 
slavery and the right of the masters of 
fugitive slaves, and should in every ma- 
terial sense be made applicable to the 
practical enforcement of the 14th Amend- 
ment. Railroad corporations, keepers of 
inns and managers of places of amuse- 
ment are agents of the State,  be- 
cause amenable to public regulation 
and a denial by these instrumentalities. 
to a citizen because of his race of that 
quality of civil rights secured him by 
law is a denial of his civil rights by the 
States, and the supreme law of the land 
has decreed that no authority shall be 
exercised in this country on a basis of 
discrimination in respect to civil rights 
or previous condition of servitude. The 
assumption that the General Government 
can not, in advance, be hostile to State 
laws, or hostile to State proceedings, 
actively interfere for the protection 
of any rights, privileges and immunities 
secured by the Fourteenth Amendment, 
is unauthorized by its language.

E. Sutherland, 
a very tall, stout man, weighing fully 
three hundred pounds, pressed forward in 
the throng and grasped the General’s 
hand, and gave it such a grip as it had 
probably never before experienced. 
Grant’s face became crimson. He was 
terribly mortified and annoyed. ‘The cit- 
izens endeavored to apologize for the fel- 
low’s conduct. ‘‘When I shake hands 
with one thousand people,” said Grant, ‘‘I 
can’t stop to examine their hands.”’ 


Montgomery Acquitted. 

Rep Buvrr, Nov. 17.—The jury in the 
case of Montgomery charged with shoot- 
ing Townsend, the proprietor of the Sent- 
inel, brought ima verdict of not guilty. 
Great excitement followed the announce- 
ment and Montgomery’s wife fainted. The 
verdict gives general satisfaction. 


More Mormon Proselytes. 
Kansas City, Nov.:17.—Elder Morgan, of 
the Mormon Church, passed through this 
city to-day, en route to Salt Lake, with 
78 recruits from the Southern States. The 
proselytes are of the most ignorant class 
and appear to have no ideaof Mormonism. 
They say they have been promised homes, 
with no restriction of choice of religion. 


Cincinnati's Claims for the Repub- 
lican National Convention. 
San Francisco, Nov. 17.—A Bulletin 
special from Chicago says: There is a 
a strong effort to be made to secure the 
holding of the Republican Presidential 
convention in Cincinnati. Astrong dele- 
gation will go to Washington to present 
the claims of Cincinnati before the Na- 
tional Committee at their meeting on the 
12th of December. Gen. Hicken Looper, 
who is a member of the National Com- 
mittee, is desirous of having the conven- 
tion held in Cincinnati, and is assisting 
in putting the claims of that town in 
good form. 


The Hill-Sharon Scandal. 
San Francisco, Nov. 17.—Ex-Governor 
Reigart, of Wisconsin, is subpoenaed to 
depose what he knows in the Sharon-Hill 
matter.

Suit against Chilcote for Malicious 
Prosecution. 

San JosE, Cal., Nov. 17.—M. B. Mar- 
cum, who was recently tried for forgery, 
on the complaint of W. H. Chilcote, and 
who was discharged on the disagreement 
of the jury, has commenced an action 
against Chilcote for $25,000 for alleged 
malicious prosecution and false impris- 
onment. He re-affirms that Oct. 8th, 
1881, he loaned Chilcote $1500 for which 
Chilcote executed a promissory note.

The Woman’s Christian Suffrage 
Society is the name of a newly insti- 
tuted organization in San Francisco, 
the object of which is ‘‘ to secure for 
the women of this State the right of 


“suffrage, that by its use they may pos- 


sess more power to protect themselves, 


’ their children and their homes; to 


open for their sex all avenues of em- 
_ ployment; to secure for their labor fair 


- and adequate reward; to increase the 


efficiency of our public schools, and to 
promote other moral, social and _polit- 
ical reforms. irrespective of party 
politics.” The Society pledges its 
members to use ail honorable means 
_in their power to secure at the next 
‘session of the Legislature the passage 
of a bill granting suffrage to all the 
women citizens of California. The 
women are no doubt on the nght 
track, and they need only to keep up 
the agitation to succeed, for where is 


the man who can refuse a woman any- 


thing—especially if she is pretty, but 
why put it Woman’s Christian Suffrage 
Society? It yives the movement an 
air of demagogism or sycophancy. 
There are many women whe would en- 
gage in the moyement who do not 


claim to be Christians, in the general 


sense of the term, who are able, sincere 
and carnest in their desires to bring 
about such a movement, .but these are 
evidently without the: pale of this 
society. The platform should be 
broad enough for all to stand upon. 
The president of the society is Mrs. T. 
J. Moulton, and Miss E. Buckhout is 
secretary, while among the vice-presi- 
dents are nine ministers. J. J. Owen, 
of the San José Mercury, is also in- 
cluded among the vice-presidents. 


AN ORDERLY CITY. 


While our courts are laboring with 
an unusually large criminal docket 
just now, the magnitude of which al- 
most makes one shudder, yet it.isa 
fact that this growing ad populous 
city is one of the most orderiy cities 
in the great West. Our streets and 
sidewalks are thronged from early 


- morning till evening with numberless 


teams and pedestrians, to such an ex- 
tent that the streets are frequently 
blockaded and the sidewalks ‘most 
uncomfortably crowded. At 10 o'clock 


.at night, however, the streets are va- 


cated, and at midnight they are as 
quiet as those of a country village, 
with no one to beseen except strangers 
_or stragglers, in search of a bed, or la- 
borers going to or from their night 
watch. Our officers and detectives 
have made this place unpopular with 
evil doers from other localities, and they 
begin to give us the go-by. The electric 
lights illuminate the city so thoroughly 
that there are few hiding places for 
gamins or hoodlums, and the chances 
for the escape of criminals are reduced 
toaminimum. Thereare fewer brotls 
and noisy disturbances than ‘are usu- 
ally observed in a city of this size. 
Everybody seems to be busy and their 
hands are full with attending to their 
own business. Los Angeles no longer 
partakes of the character of a western 
frontier town, but is fast becoming a 
city of churches and good order. The 
large eastern immigration which has 
introduced an clement of quiet, indus- 
trious and cultivated people, appears 
to have instilled a leaven into our 
city and materially improved its so- 


ciety. The outlook for the future is 


more promising than ever before, and 
with the lapse of time the causes 
which have led to our present state will 
become more potent and our condition 


more enjoyable.

The flesh of domestic animals fit for 
fvuod is almost a waste substance in 
many countries, since it cannot be lo- 
cally consumed nor profitably pre- 
served. {n the River Platte republics 
alo:e there are 80,000,000 sheep and 
23,000,000 cattle to a population of 
2,000,000. For years sheep were only 
valued for their wool, and when 
flayed, carcasses were left to rot, or, 
when dried in the sun, piled up in 
stacks for fuel, while later on they 
were boiled down for their tallow. 
Sheep get very fat in the province of 
Buenos Ayres, and those of three and 
four years will give frequently from 
18 to 25 pounds of tallow Countless 
numbers of sheep are boiled down 
every year in the so-called greaserias 
only for the tallow, which forms one 
of the staple articles of export. The 
mutten is thrown away, or used in a dry 
states fuel. In the five years ending 
with 1850, more than 1,500,000 sheep 
and 200,000 horned cattle were boiled 
down simply for their tallow, in the 
colonies of New South Wales and Vic- 
toria. We English are great meat 
eaters, and as our home supply 1s quite 
insufficient, we have to import more 
than 600,000 tous every year. With 
the growth of our population, and the 
decreasing number of live stock at 
home, the imports of meat from 
abroad have prodigiously increased in 
the last quarter of a century. In a 
paper read before the Royal Colonial 
Institute, Sir Francis Bei], the _agent- 
geueral of New Zealand, stated that 
frozen meat in any quantity can be 
placed upen this market from the 
other side of the world at 6d a pound, 
leaving a good profit to the grower. 
“This,” he added, ‘ought ultimately 
to make meat cheaper here, or at least 
prevent the further rise now threat- 
envcd. Australia and New Zealand 
can, in fact, export 700,000 tons of 
meat a year, or 200,000 tous a day, 
which is not much more than you 
want in England now, without reduc- 
ing even the. present capital number 
of their sheep and cattle, and we are 
able to send on sheep to Smithfield 
with greater esse to-day than the 
Tweed farmers could 100 years ago, 
when meat was Selling at a penny a 
pound in Scotland against 10 pence in 
London.” 


A Remarkable Horse. 

A case interesting to naturalists is 
reported from South Africa. At the 
Cradock races a fine stallion bolted 
from the course, to the disgust of its 
backers, who had made it first favor- 
ite. It was not followed immediately, 
for our coionial brethren are used to 
think they can catch any horse when 
they feel inclined. The animal was 
last seen, still galloping,on the high 
road nine miles away; but the owner 
could not track it beyond that. Twen- 
ty-two days afterward a farmer 
found it close by, tied up to a thorn 
bush, in deep cover. It had bolted 
with a saddle and bridle; the latter, 
trailing, haG got caught, and, in its 
struggles, the animal had fixed its 
head close to the bough. That it had 
gone twenty-two days without water, 
beneath a South African sun, with 
no better food than the twigs and 
branches it could reach, is certain. Yet 
the horse kept such strength that its 
tinder led 1t to the dwelling, at some 
distance, and when the owner came 
three days afterward,he would not have 
hesitated to ride it back to Cradock, if 
necessary. This story, as it 1s told, 
makes one of the most curious on 
record of its sort.

useless, ugly and hurtful to the 
sight. 

Put.on plenty of whitewash 
in, the veg houses, and let it 
be applied thickly. Mix with 
kerosene oil, carbolic acid or 
any of toe advertised sheep 
dips, in order to make the prem- 
ises obnoxious to lice. Fill 
crack crevice with it, 
or vermin multiply very ra 
idly this month. — 

Young poultry should not be 
plucked too soon afier killing. 
If feathers are pulled out 
while the blood is still fluid, 
the vesicles at the root of each 
feather become engorged and the 
skin spotted. Don’t feed be— 
fore killing; the carcass of a 
chicken killed while digestion is 
going on will keep but a short 
time. 

Give the growing chicks a taste 
of boiled potatoes, and nctice how 
they ‘go for them.” In many 
places the potato crop is large 
and this vegetable cheap. It is 
even cheaper than corn, but if 


_. fed in connection with corn and 


other articles of diet, it is a great 
help to raise young stock economi- 
cally and successfully.

Round wooden pegs are much 
better than nails to hang gar- 
ments upon in a closet; nail 
heads are continually tearing and 
leaving rust spots on_ light 
and delicate goods. Still better 
than pegs are empty spcols fas- 
tened to a strip of board three 
inches wide. They should be 
made fast with nails driven 
through them, the heads thor- 
oughly sunken. No 50 and 60 
spuols: are good sizes, though 
a few large ones should be added 
here and there.—]Exchange. 


Fowls swallow their food, 
broken or not, and it enters the 
crop or first stomach and remains 
in it until it has become softened 
more or less, When a small quan- 
tity at a time, just as grain runs 
into a grist mill, is forced into 
the gizzard among the gravel 
stones. This gizzard is a strong, 
muscular stomach, and plies 
night and day when there is a 
grist to grind, similar to a bel- 
ows, contracting at times, thus 
forcing the gravel stones into the 
grain and breaking it into frag- 
ments and triturating the whole 
mass, after which it is in a suit- 
able condition to be quickly di- 
gested.

There seems to be a misappre- 
hension in certain quarters of a 
peril to grape culture from the 
spread of prohibition views and 
legislation in some of our North- 
ern States. If prohibition gets 
into our State constitutions and 
the dram-shops are closed, we 
might as well destroy the vat and 
the vine-press. Even in wine- 


_ growing countries a large part of 


the fruit of the vineyards is con- 
sumed in the use of the clusters, 
but in the fresh and in the dried 
state, and in various preparations 
of grape-juice that never undergo 
fermentation. In our own 
country, one-half of our fifty 
millions of people probably have 
never had a feast of the better 
sort of grapes in all their lives. 
The grape-maker is fairly sup- 


plied only in our cities and in 


the very limited districts where 
vineyards abound. - In the cities, 
the price of the finer sorts of 
grapes places them beyond the 
reach of the poor. The thrifty 
laboring classes have them as a 
treat on festive occasions. It is 
only upon the tables of the rich 
that grapes are a common dessert. 
Except in the flush of the market, 
they are more expensive than 
tropical fruits, and the congump- 
tion is much less.

The Teeth. 


Our teeth serve their purpose 
mainly by grinding on each 
other; hence, they would spon 
wear away, except that their ex- 
posed parts are coated with the 
hardest of all animal substances. 

The food needs to be first cut, 
and then ground; hence the 
cutting teeth, incisors, are in 
front, and grinding teeth, molars, 
are behind, | 

Teeth are not necessary to 
the infant, and would be a 
painful discomfort to the moth- 
er; hence, the child is _ born 
toothless. 

As teeth never enlarge in size, 
a first set is provided for child- 
hood, and a larger and fuller 
set subsequently appears adapted 
to permanent use. Further, 
these latter, while still beneath 
the first set, are, by intelligent 
forecast, adapted to the jaw only 
in its mature form and size. | 

Hard as is the enamel, like 
glass it is affected by alternations 
of heat and cold. Hence, ice 
and ice-water may fill it with nu- 
merous tiny cracks, through 
which acids and fungi may find 
their. destructive way. Mainly 
consisting of lime, it is often dis- 
solved, and the teeth are thus 
ruined, by medicines containing 

id. Moreover, the natural se- 
cretions of the mouth are often 
rendered iujurious to the teeth 
by disease itself. Precautions 
should be taken to neutralize the 
effect in both cases. 

As dental science has made 
such progress of Jate years tbat 
all decay taken in time may be 
arrested, people should have their 
own teeth and those of their 
children examined by a_ good 
dentist as often at least as once 
year. 3 

‘Teething is a source of much 
danger and suffering, especially 
in delicate children, and in 
children of peculiar suseeptibility. 

According to a paper read at 
a late meeting of the American 
Medical Association, the mortal- 
ity from teething and its ac- 
companying diseases is greater 
than from all other diseases to 
which ch‘ldren are subject. The 
crowing root pushes against and 
irritates the nerve: below, while 
the tooth is working its way 
through the flesh and skin 
above. 

The danger is _ increased 
many fold from the influence 
(reflex) on the nerves of the 
brain, stomach and bowels. The’ 
common remedy is to lance 
the gums and restrict the child 
to a diet of milk.

Reasons Why the Bodies of Yel- 
low Fever Victims Should be 
Burned. 


One of the most horrible ‘dis- 
coveries of modern svience is 
sureiy that of Dr. Domingo 
Freire of Rio de Janeiro. The 
city has been seriously afflicted 
with . yellow fever, and Dr. 
Friere, in his inquiries into the 
canses of the epidemic, came 
tupon the dreadful fact that 
the soil of the cemeteries in 
which the victims of the out- 
break were buried was positively 
alive with microbian organisms 
exactly identical with those 
found in the -vomiting, blood, 
etc., of those who had died in 
the hospital of yellow fever. 
From a foot underground he 
gathered a sample of the earth 
overlying the. remains of a 
person who had been buried a 
year before, and though it 
showed nothing remarkable in 
appearance or smell, it was 
found under the microscope to be 
thickly charged with these abom- 
inable disease germs. Many of 
the organisms were making spon- 
taneous movements. In fact, 
therefore, the cemeteries are s0 
many nurseries of yellow fever; 
for every year the rain washes 
the soil and the fever seed, 
with which it is so closely sown, 
into the water courses and dis- 
tributes them over the town and 
neighborhood. 

Says the doctor: “If each 
corpse is the bearer of millions 
of millions of organisms that are 
specifics of ill, imagine what a 
cemetery must be in which new 
foci are forming around each 
body. In the silence of death 
theseworlds of organisms, invisible 
to the unassisted eye, are labor- 
ing incessantly and unperceived 
to fill more graves with more 
bodies destined for their food 
and for the fatal perpetuation of 
their species.” Tow terrible 
fatal these organisms are, indeed, 
may be understood from the 
fact that the blood of a yellow 
fever patient injected into a 
rabbit killed the animal in less 
than an hour; that the rabbit’s 
blood injected into a guinea 
pig killed it also, so that the 
train of destruction may appar- 
ently be endless, for each 
victim, on post-mortem examin- 
ation, was found to have all its 
blood swarming with malignant 
verms. Surely the cremation of 
vellow fever corpses, becomes in 
the light of Dr. Freire’s discovery 
a public necessity.—[St. James 
Gazette. 


To Cure Warts. 


There are several ways’ by 
which.. these troublesome ex- 
cresences may ve removed, as 
follows: 1. Burn a piece of linen 
or cotton on any piece of steel, 
and rub the moisture left on the 
metal by the burning on the 
wart three or four successive 
times. 2. Rub the wart with 


a strong solution of potash till it 


disappears. 3. Wet gum am- 
moniac and rub it on the wart at 
night just before going to bed. 
4. Cover a few sprigs of arbor 
vite with hot water; when the 
tea is —— pour off, and 
bathe the Warts with this, or 
erush the juice of the leaf direct- 
ly on the wart three or four 
times a week, till it disappears. 
5. Take five cents’ worth of 
muriate of ammonia, wet a 
crystal in water, and apply sev- 
eral times during the day. 6. 
Cover the warts with baking 
soda, wet with water and tie 
them up. A few applications 
will remove them. 
Iron Paint. . 

Iron paint, as it is termed—a 
paint composed of pulverized 
iron and linseed oil varnish—is a 
recent German invention, and is 
intended for covering damp walls, 
outer walls, and in short any 
place or vessel exposed to the 
action of the open air and to the 
weather, Should the article to 
be painted be exposed to fre- 
quent changes of temperature, 
linseed oil varnish and amber 
varnish are mixed with the 
paint intended for the first two 
coats, without the addition of 
any artificial drying medium. 
The first coat is applied rather 
thin, the second a Jittle thicker, 
and the last in a rather fluid 
state. The paint is equally 
adapted as weather-proof coating 
for wood, stone and iron; nor is 
it necessary to previously free 
the latter from rust, grease, etc., 
a superficial cleaning being sut- 
ficient. |

‘That is about as straightfor- 
ward a way as you can put it,” 
was the reply. | 

Babbitt began to threaten, and 
asked him what induced him to 
do such a thing, but Beckwith as 
coolly as ever teld him that he 
had looked the ground over care- 
tully; that he might be sent to 
the state prison for ten years, but 
that he had already secured with- 
in $40,000 of as much as he in- 
tended to take, and that if his 
employer would pay him that. 
amount he would go on honest- 
ly, and continue to conduct af- 
fairs with as much diligence and 
ability as ever, arguing at the 
same time-that the money had 
not been missed, that the amounts 
he had taken were so cleverly se- 
creted that they never could be 
found, that he already had 
enough to pay him well for ten 
years’ service in prison, and 
would live like a gentleman when 
he came out. | 

It is needless to say that such 
conditions were not satisfactory 
to Mr. Babbitt. He caused his 
arrest and imprisonment for the 
term recently expired. 

The examination of books 
proved Beckwith’s statements to 
be true; that he had taken very 
large amounts, and many of them. 
Several indictments were found 
against him, and some of these 
are hanging over him yet. 

The great question at the time 
was where he had secreted the 
proceeds? Able detectives failed 
to discover the place. One day, 
so went the story told years ago, 
a small, fair-looking, business- 
like woman called on Mr. Babbitt, 
representing herself to be a detec- 
tive, and that’she had facilities 
fur discovering where the money 
had been hidden.

_ Nothing of the sort was done, 
and the full term has been serv- 
ed. Those other indictments are 
not comfortable instruments to 
face, and ex-Judge Fullerton 
now has’a motion to quash them. 
He believes that his client has 
been sufficiently punished, and 
argued that the district. attorney 
has shown no disposition to push 
them to trial. The district at- 
torney, however, opposed the mo- 
tion, stating that he desired to 
hold a consultation with Mr. 
Babbitt on the subject, and con- 
sequently asked that the matter 
be deferred until he could ascer- 
tain what the gentleman’s views 
in regard to the matter were 
The judge ordered that the mo- 
tion stand over until the next 
term of court, when it may be 
that Mr. Babbitt will consent, 
or may disclose how much truth 
there is in these stories, which 
were told at the time by the gos- 
sips of the city, when the original 
transactions were -first called to 
public attention by the prosecu- 
tion of the defaulter.

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Dr. Dio Lewis was born at 
Auburn, New York, in 1823, 
studied medicine with Dr. Briggs 
of that city, took his medical 
course in the Harvard Medical 
School, Boston, began the prac- 
tice of his profession in his na- 
tive place in 1845, and two years 
later removed to Buffalo, where 


he practiced from 1847 to 1852.” 


During his residence in Buffalo, 
he wrote a number of papers on 
the causes and treatment of chol- 
era, which ravaged that city dur- 
ing 1849 and 1851. - These pa- 
pers attracted much attention, 
and were afterwards published in 
book form. 


In the autumn of 1852, Dr. 
Lewis took his young wife, then 
seriously threatened with con- 
sumption to the South. The vis- 
it to the Southern States was re- 
peated during the two following 
winters. , | 


During these three winters of 
leisure Dr. Lewis seriously re- 
considered his life-work, and 
after consultation with his family 
and other “trusted friends, re- 
solved to “shift the switch.” 
Since 1855 he has been engaged 
it lecturing and writing on the 
subject of public and_ personal 
hygiene. With the exception of 
two visits to Europe and three 
summers of saddle life in the 
mountains of California, he has 
been unceasingly occupied with 
the ‘“‘ouace of prevention.” 

His labors have been varied, 
interesting, and most effective. 
During four years he lectured 
almost every night, giving his 
days to the invention of his new 
system of gymnastics. In 1860, 
having completed this system, he 


abandoned the platform and se@p 


tled in Boston, Mass., to estab- 


‘lish his Normai Si: hool for Phy 


sical Training. Obtaining an act 
of incorporation from the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature, he placed 
his scheme before the celebrated 
Dr. Walter Channing, Dr. Tom 
Hoskins and other weli-known 
medical men. The two gentle- 
men named, and others, entered 
heartily into the work. Dr. Chan- 
ning and Dr. Hoskins both be- 
came active teachers or professors 
in Dr. Lewis’s school. Within 
seven years, more than four hun- 
-dred persons were graduated from 
the Boston Normal School, and, 
bearing its diploma, with the 
name of Dio Lewis as its Presi- 
dent, went out into all the land, 
teaching the new school of physi- 


caltraining. Among these grads 


uates was that admirable gentle- 
man and scholar, Moses Coit 
Tyler, now Professor in Cornell 
University. He went abroad, re- 
maining several years in London, 
introducing the “‘Dio Lewis Gym- 
nastics.” Prof. Tyler’s lectures 


and his contributions to the Eng- | 


lish magazines on the new 
school of body culture, consti- 
tute the finest portion of the lit- 
erature of the new movement. In 
one of Prof. Tyler’s papers, in a 
leading English magazine, occurs 
this paragraph: 


“The movement of thought in 


America toward physical culture 
is thus organized upon a pro- 
found and abiding basis. An im- 
pulse has been given which vi- 
brates through a population of 
20,000,000; this impulse can- 
not die. . . And of this vast 
and beneficial movement Dio 
Lewis stands clearly-at the head. 
To him the people are looking 
as toan apostle and guide. He 
has inaugurated in America a 
great national reform, as distinct, 
as influential, as glorious,as that 
which was wrought in Germany 
by Salzman and Jahn, or in 
Sweden by the poet and gymnas- 
larch Ling.” 

Another interesting phase of 
Dr. Gsewis’s work is found in the 
great seminary which he estab- 
lished in Lexington, Mass. 


His object was to illustrate the 
possibilities in the physical de- 
velopment of girls, during their 


school life. His buildings accom- 


modating 200 persons were placed 
upon tbe first battle-field of the 
Revolutionary war, A large corps 
of the best readers in mathema- 
tics, sciences, languages, belles 
lettres and music to be found in 
the country, were engaged, and 
the opening announced. The 


school soon grew to one hun- 


dred and fifty young women, 
gathered from all parts of the 
country, including the Pacific 
Cuast, Central America and the 
West Indies, They came to see 
what could be done by the new 
methods for their nervous, enfee- 
bled bodies. The marvelous tri- 
umphs of this institution during 
the years which Dr. Lewis de- 
voted to its management, he 
gives in the North American Re- 
view for December, 1882. As he 
says in that paper, hundreds of 
grateful parents are familiar with 
the facts. Girls who come un- 
able to ascend a single flight of 
steps without suffering, in a tew 
mcnths were able to walk five or 
ten miles without inconvenience. 
In the course of his twenty-two 
he residence in Boston, Dr. 

ewis published nine volumes on 
the various aspects of health of 
the human body, some of which

Some years ago, a nurse in a 
hospital, mistaking one bottle for 
another inthe dim dawn of a 
foggy morning, gave a poor wo- 
man a teacupful of concentrated 
carbolic acid, instead of black 
draught.

She died in great agony 
in a few minutes. 

Medical men were of course 
on the spot, but nothing could 
be done. Thereis no antidote to 
carbolic acid; and the mouth, 
throat, and—as we afterwards 
found—the stomach were so 
burnt that it was impossible to 
use the stomach-pump; they 
were in fact charred white, like a 
stick. 

It appears extraordinary that 
any one should drink such a 
quantity of a fluid so inten- 
sively corrosive as this acid with- 
out finding the mistake direct- 
ly it touched the lips. 

But medicines, never agree- 
able, are usually swallowed as 
hastily as possible, and the pa- 
tient does .not stop to anal- 
yze any specially unpleasant 
sensations, when he knows that 
some such are inevitable. 

A curious parallel to this 
case occurred at sea, where a 
quartermaster went into the 
cabin of an officer on watch 
in the middle of the night, and 
seizing what he took to be a bot- 
tle of brandy, drank about six 
ounces of the contents. 

It was pure carbolic acid, and 
the man fell dead before he could 
summon assistance; but here, 
too, we may account for the large 
amount swallowed before the 
character of the liquid was rec-. 
ognized. | 

He was consciously in the 
commission of a theft, and be- 
ing, moreover, in danger of de- 
tection every moment, no doubt 
hurried to secure the brancy as 
rapidly as he could, the extracted 
fluid being also of a burning 
nature to the palate and throat.

WEATHER-WISE AND OTHERWISE 


General Hazen’s New Book of 

Proverbs for Guessing at 

Wind and Rain. 
A very interesting volume has 
been issued, according to the 
title page, by the “United States 
of America, War Department,” 
entitled ‘Signal Service Notes 
No. 9. Weather Proverbs, pre- 
pared under the directions of 
General Hazen, Chief Signal 
Officer.” The volume contains 
144 pages, and consists of weather 
proverbs relating to fortelling 
weather by the actions of birds, 
fish, frogs, insects and reptiles, 
the condition or appearance ot 
fogs, dew, rainbows, storms, 
thunder and lightning, trees and 
wind. 

The reason for the publication 
seems to be the lament that “‘the 
ablest meteorologists of to-day, 
aided by the most perfect meteor- 
ological instruments, and the re- 
sult of years of accurate instru- 
mental observations, are still un- 
able to give reliable forecasts of 
the weather for a longer period 
than two or three days, and fre- 
quently not longer than twenty- 
four hours.” It is, therefore, 
thought to be “possible that a 
more accurate observation of the 
condition of plants or the condi- 
tion and action of animals” might 
help the Signal Office out. 

The following about the move- 
ments of animals are fair speci- 
mens of this official book of 
weather proverbs: 

When cats sneeze it is a sign 
of rain. 

The cardinal point to which a 
cat. turns and washes her face, 
after a rain, shows the direction 
from which the wind will blow. 

When cats are snoring fou! 
weather follows. 

Cats with their tails up, and 


cate approaching wind. 

It is a sign of rain if the cat 
washes her head behind her ear. 
—[Old lady on Cape Cod. ] 

When a cat scratches itself, o1 
scratches on a log or, tree, it in- 
dicates approaching rain. 

_ When a cat washes her face 
with her back to the fire, expect 
a thaw, in winter, 

When cats lie on their head 
and mouth turned up, expect a 
storm. ‘ 
Cats have the reputation of 
being weather-wise, an old notion 
which has given rise to a most 
extensive folklore. It is almost 
universally believed that good 
weather may be expected when 
the cat washes herseif, but bad 
when she licks her coat against 
the grain, or washes her face over 


her ears, or sits with her tail tu 


the fire. As, too, the cat is sup- 
posed not only to have a knowl- 
edge of the state of the weather, 
but a certain share in the arrange- 
ment of it, it is considered by 
sailors to be most unwise to pro- 
voke a cat. 

When a cow stops and shakes 
her foot, it indicates that there is 
bad weather behind her. 

When cattle collect uear the 
barn long before night, and re- 
main near the barn till late in 
the morning, expect a severe 
winter. | 

‘Cattle are also said to foreshow 
rain, when they lick their fore- 
feet, or lie on the right side, or 
scratch themselves more than 
they usually do against posts or 
other objects. 

Hares take to the open coun- 
try before a snow storm. 

Hogs, rubbing themselves in 
winter, indicates an approaching 
thaw. 

In cold, long winters, rabbits 
are fat in October and Novems 
ber; in mild and pleasant win- 
ters they are poor in_ those 
months. 

Rabbits seek the woods before 
a severe storm. 

When the spaniel sleeps, it in- 
dicates rain. 

Owls hooting, indicates rain. 

If owls hoot at night, expect 
fair weather. 

W hen an owl hoots or screech- 
es, sitting on the top of a house, 
or by the side of a window, it is 
said to foretell death. 

When the roosters go crowing 
to bed, they will rise with watery 
head. 

If a rooster crows on the 
ground, it is a siga of rain; if he 
crows on the fence, it is a sign of 
tair weather. 

The following proverbs relate 
to thunder and lightning: 

If the birds be silent, expect 
thunder. | 

If cattle run around and collect 
together in the meadows, expect 
thunder. 

If the thunder is in the east, 
aha! the bear has stretched his 
right arm, and comes forth, and 
the winter is over.— [Zuni Indians, 
If the first thunder is in the 
north, aha! the bear has stretched 
his left leg in his winter bed. 
Thunder and lightning on .the 
northern lakes in November, is 
an inditation that the lakes will 
remain open until the middle of 
December, or until Christmas.—

If the first thunder is in the 
south, aha! the bear has stretched

Altitade and Temperature. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, Dr. 


Woelkof, the Russian meteorologist, 
~ has shown that during the passage of 


winter anticyclones or “cold waves’”’ 
Over a country the greatest cold occurs 
in plains and valleys, owing to a radi- 
ation of heat from the soil, while ‘‘a 


- very high temperature and low humid- 


ity” due to descending air currents, 
are generally experienced on isolated 
mountains. Within the area covered 
by the frosty anticyclone, observation 
shows that there exist descending cur- 
rents, which for every descent of a 
thousand feet become about five de-. 
grees warmer. During the passage of 
the large anticyclone over central Eu- 
rope, December 20-28, 1879, the tem- 
perature on the Puy-de Dome (4813 
feet ubove sea level) averaged 38.8 de- 
grees and the humidity was high, 
while at Clermont, at the base of the 
mountain, and only 1275 feet above the 
sea, the temperature averaged 8.2 de- 
grees. The cold and dampness were 
then very great in the valleys, even 
the higk valleys like the Engadine and 
Davos, but the air was relatively very | 
warm and dry on the isolated moun- 4 
tain peaks. It is clear that when the 
soil in winter becomes colder than the 
air far above it the superficial strata of 


air become cold by contact, and de-

scending currents from great heights 
are set in motion, bringing a compar- 
atively high temperature to elevated 
situations, as has been observed on the 
Righi and other mountain tops. 

This law of the distribution of heat 
in mountainous countries dfring the 
the great winter “cold 
waves” makes the selection of building 
sites on the sides of isolated eminences 
rather than in valleys advisable. If 
understood, it would perhaps correct 
the views of many physicians who 
send their patients to the wiater health 
resorts in depressed valleys, where the 
intense cold, with high degree of hu- 
midity, must often be too greata tax 
on invalids. It is possible to get pul- 
monary patients into places too high 
for safety: but the value of rarefied 
air to such invalids is yet but partly 
appreciated. The mountain air, be- 


sides stimulating the forces of nutri- 


tion, is known to be efficacious in 
strengthening the respiratory organs, 
and, as Dr. Yeo has recently pointed 
out, it is relatively richer in active ox- 
ygen than the air of the plains, calls 
into full play all the heaithy portions 
of the lungs, and secures a more com- 
plete aeration of the blood.

Country and City Bred. 

From the Chicago Journal. 

_It is the young man who has been 
reared in the country, ‘often amid un- 
told privations and self-denial, who 
makes his mark in the world, and not 
the city-bred boy, who has been 
brought up in idleness and luxury. 
Robert Collyer once said that nine- 
tenths of the men who had come to 
the front in the various walks of life 
whom he had become acquainted with 
in Chicago during a residence of twen- 
ty years, were those who had been 
brought up on the farm. In his New 
York speech, Lord Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge said that it was not our colossal 
fortunes or great estates that interested 
him most, because he could see enor- 
mous fortunes at home, and because 
mere moncy-making was irrelevant to 
his tastes; ‘‘but what I do rejoice to 
see,’’ he said, ‘“‘what fills me with de- 
light, what I have longed to see, but | 
never will see, in England, is the condi-g 
tion of your middle and lower classes 
and the homes of your people.” Poverty 
and hard work are often blessings in 
disguise, and the self-reliance, energy 
and independence which have become 
characteristic of the American people, 
and which the Lord Chief Justice of 
Eogland so much admired, are virtues 
brought out by individual industry 
and a firm tenacity of purpose. The 
city-brei boy of wealthy parents has 
few of the incentives to industry and 
self-denial that prompt his country 


cousin to strive after the accomplish- 
ment of grand results in life, and his 
environment handicaps him in the race 
for which he has been entered.

Satisfactory Salies Made Yesterday 
by the Pacific Land Burean. 

The long advertised sale of the ‘‘Olive- 
wood”’ lands at Pasadena came off yester- 
day, being conducted by the Pacific Coast 
Land Bureau, J. O. Eldridge, auctioneer. 
Olivewood was first laid out for a home- 
stead by Mr. C. C. Hopkins, the well- 
known capitalist of San Francisco, and he 
intended that in time it should be man- 
aged by hiseldest son. Unforeseen circum- 
stances, however, caused him to alter his 
first intention and he decided to place it 
on the market in small lots. The tract 
was first put in trees, mainly orange and 


olive, about three years ago and the whole 
property is now in excellent shape, and 
one of the most attractive portions 
of Pasadena. The sale was well at- 
tended and a bounteous lunch was 
provided for all present. Ten of the sub- 
divisions on Lake Vineyard Avenue, viz: 
36, 37, 38, 39, 40, 41 and 42, and lots 19 and 
20 on Wilson Avenue, sold at an average 
of $350 per acre, and lots 1 and 2 of the 
olives, five and a half acres each, sold for 
$2500. The balance of the tract was with- 
held from sale, but the prices realized for 
the portion sold were satisfactory. Mr. 
E. L. Mayberry, the well-known San Ga- 
briel capitalist, offered $32,000 for the 
entire tract, but the offer was declined by 
Mr. Hopkins. The result of this sale 
will probably cause quite a boom in this 
part of Pasadena. 

Mesers, Frick and Eldridge; of the 
Land Bureau, are now at. the Cosmopoli- 
tan, and will be happy to meet any of our 
large landholders who have tracts which 
they desire to subdivide and place on 
the market. The Bureau has been yery 
successful in disposing of lands at 
auction, having sold lately in San Luis 
Obispo County $500,000 worth of property 
in small lots to settlers who intend to 
immediately improve and make homes 
for themselves. in consequence of these 
sales San Luis Obispo is now enjoying a. 
business prosperity only second to that of 
this county. At Woodland, Yolo County, 
the Bureau lately sold $148,000 worth of 
property in forty-five minutes and at 
Stockton $75,335 worth in one hour and a 
quarter. There are numerous large tracts 
of land in tlfis county which would readily 
sell at the present time at a good figure 
and the owners would consult their own 
interest and the general interests of the 
community by placing them on the 
market.

flow, and on a basis of one inch to eight 


acres would furnish water for irrigating 
in the four dzy months over 4,000 acres of 
land, ifit could be brought down and de- 
livered upon the lands without wastage, 
or torun it through the season a lit- 
tle earlier and late, say 
months, it would irregate 2,000 acres. 
But this is only the temporary dam. 
The main work is. being done some three 
miles further down the valley, at the head 
of the rocky canyon, where a solid stone 
dam is being constructed. The temporary 
dam above will be used the coming winter 
to store water and test the catchment 
capacity of the valiey, and if the result of 
this winter’s rainfall is satisfactory the 
stone dam will be completed another sea- 
son. This stone dam can be built as high 
as necessary to collect all the winter rain- 
fall of the valley that covers some fifty 
square miles, and it is believed that water 
can be collectéd every winter sufficient to 
cover 1000 acres ten feet deep. 

If the rainfall of the valley is sufficient 
to guarantee filling the reservoir, this 
water will become a very valuable prop- 
erty, and the water right will in no way 
interfere with that of any other right in 
the county.
